objection, if there were or could be real 
impartiality. He might trust a true moral 
and religious training as fully able to 
counteract anything of an opposite tend- 
ency. But to let in the enemy, and then 
take away the weapon of defense—this is 
a neutrality hard to be understood. 

Now there can be no doubt of the fact 
that there is admitted into our schools, our 
colleges, our educational libraries, into the 
reading-rooms connected with them, much 
that is thus deemed irreligious inits tend- 
ency—at least, by the holders of our 
stricter creeds. There is much that is si- 
lently alienating the minds of their chil- 
dren from the doctrines held sacred by their 
fathers, We might go further: there is 
much that tends to undermine all religious 
belief, even of the freest cast. What young 
man can have his mind filled with the 
atheistical speculations of Mill and Spencer, 
or be exposed to the uncounteracted the- 
ories of Darwin and Huxley, and yet re- 
tain unimpaired his belief in a providence 
as taught by Christ, a providence that 
“numbers the very hairs of our heads,” or 
listen as before to the prayer that ascends 
from the family altar? These writers pro- 
fess a kind of theism, it is said; but where- 
in, as far as any moral power is concerned, 
does it differ from a belief in quadratic 
equations, or the dogmas of heat and mag- 
netism? Exclude, then, all that may be 
objected to on either side; let the veto 
have its full effect, come from what quarter 
it may ; or else see if there be not some 
other ground than this fancied impartial- 
ity on which the true decision of this great 
question may be placed. Is there not 
something predominant, something really 
constitutive of national character as well 
as national territory; or, are we, indeed, a 
colluvies gentium—a common sewer of hete- 
rogeneous elements, still remaining such—a 
hodge-podge of peoples and opinions, with- 
out anything distinctive as a whole? Our 
national pride, as well as our national 
being, is concerned in the answer to this 
question. We fought fiercely for nation- 
ality in its mere geographical aspect ; shall 
we be utterly indifferent to that higher and 
more spiritual nationality without which 
the other is comparatively worthless, as it 
will surely be weak and evanescent? If 
we forego Protestantism, can we also fore- 
go Christianity, as forming no part of this 
ideal, and thus present the first example in 
the world’s history of a community that in 
its associated character is purely godless ? 

The matter, as we have stated it, would 
be too plain for argument, were it not for 
those magical words, secular and sectarian, 
that some are so fond of using. “ The state 
knows no religion,” they say; it is wholly 
“4 private concern” between the individ- 
ual and his Maker. The “state knows no 
God.” They wonder the zealous bigot 
cannot see how clear this makes every- 
thing. If he would only assent to proposi- 
tions so e‘sy, so self-evident, we should 
have peace. But set these confident 
logicians to define what they mean by 
terms so fluently employed, or ask them 
to show us how the state can keep clear 
of all action, direct or indirect, for or 
against, an interest so vital as religion, so 
all-pervading, so intimately affecting 
every other, and how soon they begin to 
stammer! What is secular? The one 
who attempts to define it would perhaps 


campaigns of Grant and Sherman as with 
those of Napoleon and Wellington. 

A little after ten o'clock, Dr. Tholuck 
asked the attention of his guests, and in a 
moment every voice was hushed except 
that of the host. Never shall I forget the 
scene which followed, as the venerable 
man, then passing through the fiftieth 
year of his professional life, stood leaning 
against a pillar, as if clinging to it for sup- 
port, and poured forth earnest, devout, 
saintly words, suggested by the passage in 
Isaiah, “ His name shall be called wonder- 
ful, counselor, the mighty God, the ever- 
lasting Father, the Prince of Peace.” It 
was evident that the thought was present 
to his mind that possibly he might be 
celebrating his last Christmas festival; and 
he would bring the evening to a close 
with words which, should they prove to 
be his last, would be appropriate on such 
an occasion. A brief prayer followed, ex- 
pressive of holy joy at the remembrance 
of the great blessings bestowed upon 
mankind at the birth of Christ; and of 
earnest faith that he who had so long 
been present with his people would con- 
tinue to abide among them, and especial- 
ly commending to God the young men 
gathered around him. A hymn followed, 
the one with which the evening opened ; 
and then, after a “Gute-nacht” to the host 
and hostess, each one gathered together 
his presents, as many as both arms could 
carry, and bore them home, the memorials 
of a festival never to be forgotten. 





SECULAR EDUCATION.

Trene is no need of proving that the 
argument of this question bears upon the 
college, the academy, the reading-room, 
every institution, in short, connected with 
the common instruction and recciving aid 
from the state. From all these must be 
excluded everything in reading-books, 
text-books, lectures, or oral instruction of 
any kind, that has the least recognition of 
any religious tenet, or of any moral pre- 
cept in any way connected with religion. 
The idea of music in schools has become 
very popular, as it deserves to be; but 
even here, too, there must be the same 
careful expurgation, lest there be any- 
thing that savors of derotion. The con- 
sciences of some may be offended by it; 
their “religious freedom” may be violated. 
There is ground for fearing lest we should 
become too much occupied with thoughts 
and feelings having relation to the whole 
of our being, instead of this infinitesimal 
portion of #—in other words, lest our 
children should become too serious, too 
thoughtful. Hence, those important influ- 
ences, the “songs of the school,” must be 
wholly secular. Some German glee,

In Germany the Christmas festival is 
the great festival of the year. The young 
and the old alike, in the humblest cottage 
as well as in the proudest palace, joyfully 
hail its approach; and when the shadows 
of the hallowed eve nestle down upon vil- 
lage, town, and city, and the lights gleam 
brightly forth in all the houses, declaring 
that the gladdest hour of the year has come, 
it may well be doubted whether the shin- 
ing heavens look down upon any other 
land in Christendom in which this festival 
brings so much enjoyment to the house- 
hold as in the German Fatherland.

There is no telling the different ways in 
which such things may creep in. One 
would not expeet them in a report on pat- 
ents ; and yet, several years azo, there was 
& production under that name, in which, 
mixed up with a talk about progress, 
there was, throughout, the manifestation 
of an unmistakeable hostility to the old 
doctrine of the fall. Man had fallen wp, in- 
stead of down. It was, too, if we remem- 
ber right, recommended in some quarters 
as furnishing proper reading for 
schools. But go on. There is the pure 
mathematics. Well, the pure mathemat- 
ics seem, at first view, to be secular 
enough; but Plato regarded geometry as 
the “study of the eternal,” and so having 
a high religious aspect, in distinction from 
the idealess and irreligious dogma of Mill 
that mathematical truth has no higher 
ground than that of facts of sense, derived 
solely from sense experience. But go on. 
Including the pure mathematics, as being 
pure mathematics and nothing else, we 
have about got to the end of our definition. 
No thinking man would pretend that the 
departments of life and motion, chemistry, 
dynamics, physiology, could be studied 
apart from a higher class of ideas. But 
secularity would interfere here in a very 
strange way. When theseroads of knowl- 
edge thus tend upward toward the eternal 
light it would shut down the gate and 
eject the book. Natural philosophy, as 
taught by Newton and Kepler, gets be- 
yond secularity. When, on the other 
hand, after the manner of Humboldt,

What does the man mean, it would be 
said, in thus “ introducing firebrands,” 
or disturbing a literary assembly with 
his “dogmatic theology”? And now 
for the opposing “dogmas,” as they 
really are, notwithstanding all their 
disguises. They make their entrance 
under endlessly varied forms, Pantheism 
has free admittance; but that is not dog- 
matic—it calls itself philosophy. In some 
lecture on progress, or history, the most es- 
sential of these old “ Doctrines of Grace” 
may be sneeringly ignored or covertly as- 
sailed; but that is literature, Darwinism 
is expounded, with its virtual denial of any- 
thing like creation; or Huxleyism, which 
brings man out of the mankey, and the 
monkey out of the fungus—that is science. 
Or it may be the whining nonsense which 
glorifies the 19th century at the expense of 
the far honester 18th, and talks so undog- 
matically of the deep “yearning” for 
something better—that %, the coming 
faith.’ And so goes on this exhibition of 
impartiality, with its exoygeion of every- 
thing dogmatic and theoMgieal In the 
same style are the wise instructions which 
some of our editors are inthe habit of giv- 
ing to colleges; advising them to cast away 
the old ideas, and keep up with the spirit 
of the age. 

On these points the barest suggestions 
are enough for thinking men who are ob- 
servant of the real signs of the times. 
We have proved the falschood — of 
this plea of neutralicy. We have 
shown what a sham is fiiis common 
cant of “secularity.” There are but 
two conclusions to be drawn: Either the 
state cannot educate at all; or, in so doing, 
it must have regard to something pre- 
dominant—so predominant, we may say, 
in the moral and religious state of the 
nation that it enters into the very character 
of our nationality as much as our 
language, our literature, our political 
philosophy, or anything else that is vital 
and ruling in the national mind.

THE SCHOLAR—THE WOMAN.

MARGARET FULLER'S written use of lan- 
ruare was only limited when compared 
with her comprehensive thought and elo- 
quence of oral speech. When she used lan- 
guage to illustrate her scholarship she was 
its master. Her intellect was widely and 
keenly critical ; it traversed and measured 
universal life, equally the life of thought 
and the lifeof human experience. What 
she said of Goethe is pre-eminently true of 
herself. “She could see all that others 
live,” but then she felt it also. When we 
remember that she brought this wide vis- 
ion, this almost limitless culture, with 
all their opulence of suggestion 
and of illustration, to bear upon 
every character and work that she studied, 
we cease to wonder that in every critical 
line which she has left we perceive the 
touch of a master. In what language 
can be found another criticism of Goethe 
at once so intuitive, comprehensive, and 
critical, as judged by the severest standard 
of art? Itis neither a eulogy nor a rhapso- 
dy; it isan exhaustive analysis. She meas- 
ures not only his art, but the soul of his 
art; not his work alone, but the many- 
sided being of its author. She gives us 
the whole of Geethe’s character in a single 
sentence: “ Naturally of a deep mind and 
shallow heart, he felt the sway of 
the affections enough to appreciate 
their workings in other men, but never 
enough to receive their regenerating influ- 
ence.”

In the 
highest degree to weigh, measure, com- 
pare, analyze, and judge involves not only 
the natural power to do it, but a long dis- 
cipline and preparation of that power for 
its finest use. The total lack of such 
discipline is the most distinguished 
fact in the average education of 
women. The numbers and names of 





their studies are appalling. They know a 
little of many things—nothing accurately 
or thoroughly. How many women, 
called accomplished, who, if orphaned or 
widowed, are totally unable to earn a live- 
lihood by instructing others in any branch 
of knowledge which they have been 
superficially taught. They are sure of 
nothing that they have studied. They 
possess no knowledge which they can 
make available; not a single power trained 
to use, not a mental gift which can com- 
mand in gold an equivalent for its service. 
Thus through their very training inferior 
men are constantly taking the precedence 
of superior women. However little a man 
may know, he is usually sure of what he 
does know. His power, if limited, is at 
least available ; _and_ for success it is 
better to be able to do one thing perfectly 
than a thousand indifferently. How many 
bright women we know who are earning 
their bread in subordinate or menial 
positions solely through the want of 
the mental training which, did they pos- 
sess it, would bear them at once to higher 
and better places. How many dull men 
we know full of authority, influence, and 
money solely Decanse their rather seanty 
powers were trained to special use; be- 
cause they used them steadfastly for a 
definite purpose. Positions of responsi- 
bility and influence are constantly 
opening to women who are fitted 
to fill them. A few men may 
be envious and jealous about it—that is hu- 
man nature; but even now there is noth- 
ing in their envy or jealousy which can 
prevent a woman from commanding the 
position which she has fitted herself pre- 
emineatly to fill. Then would it not be 
more effective if the leaders who devote 
themselves to the interests of women 
should spend a little less time in lecturing 
men, and a good deal more in the special 
training of their daughters? It is too late 
to atone for the superficial education or 
the lack of education in the women of the 
present generation, who are already 
weighted with all the burdens of mature 
life. But it is the hour to trainthe woman 
of the coming generation; to educate her 
for the largest use of her faculties; to give 
her that special training, in whatever 
direction she shows the most talent, which 
will make her mistress of at least one of 
the arts of the world, which in any emer- 
gency will enable her to be a self-respect- 
ing, self-supporting being. Let her be 
trained as her brother is trained, with a re- 
served power to meet the vicissitudes of 
life. Then, if she escapes, she is but the 
richer ; and, if not, she may rejoice no less 











-| in the exceeding great reward of faculties 


trained to noble service. For such we 
commend Margaret Fuller as the most 
illustrious example of scholarship in 
woman which our country has yet given 
the world. Not that we should 
not be sorry to see the girl of our 
period writing Latin poems at eight 
years ot age, or digging out Greek roots 
before breakfast, or in any way teaching 
her brain at the expense of her digestion. 
This is not necessary. In Margaret 
Fuller’s early days it was supposed that 
the head condescended to no relationship 
with the stomach. We know better. We 
know that there cannot be a healthy brain 
without a healthy stomach, and that 
physical culture must keep peace with all 
intellectual development. But the un- 
thinking predjudice against high scholar- 
ship in woman has been, not that it in- 
jured her stomach, but that in some very 
unphysiological way it repressed her 
heart. Nonsense! A man may be a 
scholar or a thinker; he is no less manly, 
it don’t hurt his heart. A woman be- 
cause she studies and thinks is no less a 
human being; but the more, in the propor- 
tion which her whole nature grows. Thus 
Margaret Fuller, illustrious as scholar and 
thinker, is no less pre-eminent as a daugh- 
ter, sister, wife, and mother. Her heart, 
as capacious as her mind, compassed the 
fullness and sweetness of every human re- 
lation. Thus in the double perfect mean- 
ing we hold up her name as that of the 
grand typical woman of our country and 
time. 








WHAT SHALL I READ?

WE hold ourselves very much indebted 
to any one who directs our attention to a 
really good book. In the flood of volumes 








such men see all that others live ; and, if 
you feel the want ofa faculty in them, it 
is hard to say that they have it not, lest 
next moment they puzzle you by some in- 
dications of it.

Lamarck, and Darwin, its progress is in 
the direction of the eternal darkness, the 
study of it becomes entirely unsectarian ; 
it violates no rights of conscience! 

In other departments it is still more dif- 
ficult to set the secular bound. History, 
the philosophy of history, political philos- 
ophy, psychology, ethics, however strong 
the effort to dereligionize them, do all, 
when left to their proper expansion, spurn 
any such bounds. Art, too, when wholly 
secularized—poetry stripped of its religious 
ideality—how long would they resist such 
a narrowing, suffocating process? A lower 
dogma was never maintained than this of 
a wholly secular education, or one more 
utterly impracticable. The subject must in- 
evitably die under the operation, and re- 
ligion must come back again into our 
schools and colleges, to save them from in- 
anity and extinction. % 

There may be stated here some reasons 
why this plea of neutrality, though so false, 
is yet so specious and misleading.

The fields of critical literature offer rich 
harvests to the jntellect of women. To 
those endowed with the power of compar- 
ison and of analysis, rather than the crea- 
tive faculty, the largest opportunity waits. 
The printing-presses of the world throw 
off the emfisdied thought of the age faster 
than it can be read, faster than keen and 
accurately-balanced brains can weigh and 
judge between the chaff and the grain. 
Where in Margaret Fuller’s time there was 
critical labor for one thoroughly-trained 
analytic mind there is now the labor and 
necessity for hundreds. But the extensive 
culture, the thorough mental discipline 
which enabled Margaret Fuller to com- 
mand @ leading position as critic of the 
greatest thinkers of the world is just the 
discipline which the majority even of our 
most gifted women lack.* It is not the 
want of native power, nor the want of 
opportunity, nor theenvious prejudice of 
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men, which debars women from the places 


itude. We are minded, therefore, to en- 
deavor in few words to perform for 
others the friendly office of which we 
have sometimes reaped the great advan- 
tage. We agree with the famous writer 
who says, “Of all the cants that are 
canted in this canting world, though the 
cant of hypocrisy may be the worst, the 


foundly interesting period are 80 pre- 
sented in the details of personal char- 
acter, experiences, and sufferings that 
the reader finds himself carried back and 
enabled to participate in the everyday 
life—the perils, conflicts, discouragements, 
and triumphs—of those who then made a 
stand for spiritual Christianity. The pic- 
tures of Christian faith, patience, and 
heroism are exquisitely drawn. The style 
is clear, animated, and singularly capti- 
vating. It must be difficult for any reader 
whose heart has quick religious sym- 
pathies to read some of these stories— 
“ The Fur Coat” or “Spitzi,” for example— 
without moistening the pages with his 
tears. The spirit of the entire book is the 
spirit of apostolic days and of the first 
centuries of persecutions and triumphs. 
Now that it has become necessary, on 
account of a reaction against the Reforma- 
tion and the revival of Romish errors, to 
develop more effectively the power of 
spiritual religion, a special value attaches 
to whatever may help to rekindle that 
piety of self-sacrificing faith and love 
which in the sixteenth century, as in prim- 
itive times, exhibited an enthusiasm that 





prompted and sustained the noblest Chris- 
tian activities. The reading of sucha book 
as this can hardly fail to contribute in 
some degree to quicken the ardor of any 
Christian heart. The Messrs. Carters will 
have the thanks of many readers for having 
placed it within their reach. 


Scarcely less fascinating than this book 
of tales is the fifth volume of Dr. 
D’ Aubigne’s “History of the Reformation in 
the Time of Calvin,” which the same pub- 
lishers have lately issued. This volume, 
covering as it does the period of the Ref- 
ormation in England, is especially inter- 
esting to those of us whose ancestors bore 
apart in the eventful struggles of that era. 
Like the preceding volumes of Dr. Merie’s 
great work, this enchains the attention of 
the reader by its graphic and life-like 
style and its dramatic representations of 
actora and events. Would that our young 
men and women, who waste so much 
time on books that neither enrich the in- 
tellect nor make the heart better, could be 
made to comprehend to what a degree the 
charm of delightful reading is here com- 
bined with most valuable information, 
with facts and truths that are fitted to 
awaken the best aspirations, and to in- 
spire the Christian energy and the elevated 
aims which will make such men and wo- 
men as the world above all things needs. 
The historical romances of Walter Scott 
are hardly more absorbing in interest 
than are these volumes of D’ Aubigne; while 
the latter, unlike the former, are con- 
scientiously faithful chronicles of events 
the influence of which is daily felt 
throughout the modern civilized world. 
But we need not speak of volumes so 
widely known as these. 

Another volume, of quite another sort, 
but issued by the same house, which has 
interested us, is a volume of sermons en- 
titled, from the subject treated in the first 
of the series, “The Day-dawn and the Rain.” 
It is some evidence that a taste for what is 
good and healthful is not wholly wanting 
that really fresh and able sermons do 
somewhat extensively find readers; and, 
when so much that is superficial and 
flimsy in the shape of pulpit discourses in 
one way and another reaches the public 
eye, it is refreshing to take up a volume

like this, in which some of the choicest 
topics of Christian instruction are treat- 
ed with freshness and power. The au- 
thor, Dr. John Kerr, is well known as 
one of the best of living Scottish preach- 
ers; but has been for some time laid aside, 
to a great extent, from active labor. These 
sermons justify his reputation. There is 
in them no affectation of originality, yet 
almost nothing seems trite and common- 
place. The methed is logical, the lan- 
guage clear and forcible, and the illustra- 
tions often very notably rich and striking, 
while the teachings are generally sound 
and the spirit of the discussions in the best 
sense Christian. No one, we are sure, can 
read this volume carefully, in the closet, or 
aloud at the family fireside, as a Sabbath 
evening exercise, without finding his 
spiritual affections quickened and_ his 
mind enriched. It is a handsome and not 
expensive book. 


Yet another specially instructive and 
profitable book which has been for some 
time affording us rich material for thought 
is a small volume entitled “Man in Gene- 
sis and Geology,” by Dr. Joseph P. 
Thompson, of this city, published by Mr. 
Samuel R. Wells. It is stated in the pre- 
face to this volume that it contains the 
substance of a course of Sabbath-evening 
lectures, to a considerable extent unwrit- 
ten and taken down by a phonographer 
from the speaker's lips. It is quite obvi- 
ous, however, that the entire discussion 
has been carefully revised, and that the 
book is the result of patient and wide 
study of the subject. One feels a peculiar 
satisfaction in receiving such a book as 
this, from a Christian pastor, and prepared 
by him in the ordinary course of official 
duty. It speaks well both for the pulpit 
and the pews. There is no other country 
but our own, we are persuaded, where an 
ayerage audience could be interested in 
discussions of so high anorder. Notwith- 
standing that a certain class of scientific 
men are fond of representing the pulpit as 
antagonistic to scientific progress, the fact 
is quite the reverse of this. No class of 
educated men have been more attentive to 
the real discoveries of science, and more 
prompt to make them known to others, 
than the well-educated Protestant clergy. 
They have doubtless resisted mere theo- 
ries, assumed but not established, particu- 











larly when these have been pushed ina 
spirit hostile to Divine revelation. But 
many pulpits have done great service to 
science by bringing its discoveries to the 
knowledge of the people, and vindicating 
their harmony with the received truths of 
religion. While it is not to be supposed 
that either scientific men or Christian in-

Not long since, a small volume, entitled

finer in the line of literature to which it 
belongs. Alsace was an old German 
province; but was ceded to France in 
1648, and forms the Department of the 
Upper and Lower Rhine. It was the 
scene of many of the thrilling events of 
the great Reformation, the authentic annals 
and the traditional legends of which re- 
main in abundance among the people. It 
is from those authentic records and his- 
toric memories that the materials of these 
beautiful and pathetic ‘tales are drawn.

now a population of over a half million of 
people.

country. In point of grades, the New York 
| Central bas the precedence over all existing 
| roads ; and yet the Pennsylvania Central and 
| Jaltimore and Ohio roads, with grades of 125 
feet {o the mile, are her suecessiul compet- 
itors, owing to their diminished length. It 
ig Our purpose, by the directness of our line, 
| to so diminish the distance of our road over 
the New York Central, and by our lighter 
grades to diminish the motive power over the 
Penusylvania Central, as to occupy a midway 
position between the two, and place ourselves 
in the attitude of an equa) competitor with 
both. In point of grades, our road is placed 
upon precisely the same footing as the New 
York and Erie Road; but with the important 
saving over that road of at least sixty miles 
in distance. As much has been said by in- 
\ terested parties in relation to the grades upon 
our road, it may not be amiss to call your 
} attention to some of the grades upon several 
| of the successful and dividend-paying roads 
| of the country. The grade of the New York 
| Central, as it leaves Albany, is 81 feet to the 
| mile. This, it is true, is only fortwo or three 
) wiles; but itshows how a heavy traffic can be 
|} conducted upon an extreme grade—for an 
engine is unlike a horse, which tires with 
continual effort. One -that has sufficient 
power to carry a load over a heavy grade for 
one mile can do the same for twenty miles. 
The Pennsylvania Central, competing with 
and doing a business in excess of our Own 
Central, passes throngh a country far more 
rugged than that of the Midland, and with 
grades of 125 feet to the mile. The Balti- 
more and Obio, equally successful, and with 
grades of 140 fect to the mile. And last in 
the dist which J sha)) name js the Centra) Pa- 
eifie—the most gigantic railroad project of 
the age. From the valley of the Sacramento 
to the summitof the Sierra Nevada, a dis- 
tance of nearly one hundred miles, there is 
an average grade of 90 feet to the mile. At 
this time the ‘iron horse,’ fresh from the 
workshops of onr own state, 38 dally sur- 
wownting {he entire lengih of {his grade at 
rapid speed, freighted with the richest treas- 
ures of the western world, Common sense, 
it is true, shows that the greater the inclina- 
tion the greater the motive power required, 
and the more the fuel consumed. ut here, 
in Our own case, & more than human power 
comes {0 Ont aid, Those points on our road 
where the greatest power will be required, 
and most fucl brou te into use, are found in 
the direct vicinity of coal mines and wooded 
| forests, where fuel can be furnished for al) 
time at a moderate cost. Such is the reason 
| why a passenger or a ton of freight is carried 
\ wpon the New York and Erie Road at a less 
| actual cost than upon the New York Centra). 
| Scareely a road in the whole of New England 
| that has not upon it grades in excess of our 
| own; and yet no roads are run with greater 
precision as to time, or greater economy as 
to cost. The Albany and Boston may be 
called the most prominent of the Eastern 
roads; and yet there is none in the whole 
| list of American roads that has had greater 
obstacles to overcome in the way of ex- 
penses in construction and _ precipitous 
grades, and that has at the same time brought 
|asurer and larger return to the stockhold- 
ers.’’ 
We would also invite your attention to 
\the numerous resources of the country 
|} through which our road runs, and the 
probable business which will be attracted 
to it. We cannot, perhaps, do better than 

| to quote again from the report of Engineer 
Powell: 

‘“An examination of the map will show 
the line described as traversing the most 
highly cultivated and productive dairy dis- 
trict of the state, and not excelled by any 
other, except in facilities afforded by present 
railroad communications for reaching the 
commercial centers of trade, The peculiar 
conformation of country, owing to the nu- 
merous valleys crossing the #vad, furnish un- 
usual facilities for transportation to districts 
lying remote upon each side of the line. 

| Taking advantage of this fact, the inhabitants 
living on the various streams crossed are 
already moving in the construction of valley 
lines, which can be cbeaply built and cheaply 
managed, and which promise a large amount 
of trade to the trunk line. One of these feed- 
ers or branch lines bids fair to almost rival 
| the estimated business of the main line. I 
| refer to that ory from the coal mines of 
| the Delaware and Hudson Canal Company. I

not generally appreciated. I refer to the milk 
business, than which there is no other that 
pays 80 remunerative a freight. The Erie 

oad, | am informed, receives about three- 
quarters of amillion of dollars a year for a 
single daily milk train, commencing at Otis- 
ville, only seventy-six miles distant from the 
City of New York. The milk train of the 
Midland Road would commence at the ex- 
treme northern bounds of Sullivan County, a 
distance of one hundred and twenty miles 
from the City of New York, and draining as 
rich and extended a dairy district as can be 
fonnd within the limits of the State. Fruit 
and vegetables, that are now raised only for 
home consumption, would be raised in large 
quantities, and shipped at rich paying rates, 
daily, to New York, a city which seems to 
have the capacity of appropriating everything 
which is sent to it, So rapidly is the increase 
of population and the growing wants of this 
city that the new avenues leading to hercan 
hardly keep pace with her demands, No road 
that leads directly to her, and can reach her 
between the rising and setting of the sun, can 
fail to be supplied with way business to its 
full capacity, 


THROUGH BUSINESS. 


“Uniting (as does the Midland Railroad) 
the Lakes and the Ocean on the shortest line, 
and that line carrying the products of the 
mighty West to the greatest market on the 
continent, running through 8 country already 
developed, and receiving new accessions at 
every mile of its progress, the most vivid im- 
agination can scarcely paint its future, I 
choose to look at the initial point of this 
road as at the foot of the great chain of lakes, 
with a ship-canal around the Falls of Niagara, 
and thus the on)y barrier 10 their commerce 
removed; for such must be looked upon as 
the inevitable result of the negotiations now 
pending, If our own General Government 
does not take the initiatory steps, the new 
Confederate Government of Canada will, for 
this has now become a part of their govern- 
ment policy. W)\) Yhis barrier removed, a 
concentration of trade will be afforded to this 
youd such as is rarely presented in this or 
any other countty, Commerce, seeking, as 
it always does, the cheapest channels and the 
most rapid transit, must by the inevitable 
and inexorable laws of trade be drawn to the 
yo) va) por’ of This road, offering Lo }) whad- 
ever the capacity of the road will admit of; 
and that capacity will, in a few years, be lim- 
ited not by one or even two tracks, { hardl 
deem it worth the effort to attempt an esti- 
mate of the through business to be carried 
on by this road, with this only existing bar- 
ner removed. Looking at the matter in 
its worst aspect, with only the present 
facilities afforded by a contracted canal, 
and with the Collingwood route (short- 
ening, as it does, the transit from 
Lake Michigan to Oswego 500 miles) added 
to the extended trade furnished by the north- 
ern shore of Lake Ontario and the St. Law- 
rence River, this road will occupy no second- 
ary position with reference to through 
freight. It may not be amiss to allude at this 
point to the fact that negotiations are now 
being carried on witha view to combining 
the interests of the several through routes in 
this State and Pennsylvania, so as to enhance 
the price of freights. The merchants of New 
York, always alive to their true interests, 
will look with jealousy upon this fetter to 
be thrown upon their trade. Cheap freight 
is for the interests of Eastern merchants as 
well as for the Western shippers, and they 
will look with favor upon any new avenue 
that promises another opening to their trade 
and will both give it their hearty support, Ex- 
perience teaches that cheap freights always 
increase the flow of property, and such must 
prove the result upon this route. This road 
cannot stop short of a juncture with the 
Great Western ard Michigan Central roads, 
at some point at or near Suspeasion Bridge, 
and by that means opens a new avenue to 
Western trade, equal if not superior to any 
now in use; and of so vital importance is 
this to the Western shipper and consumer 
that it must claim and receive a large share 
of Western business. Canadian enterprise is 
striving to draw Western business down the 
St. Lawrence River in direct transit to Eu- 
rope. With the attraction of a short and 
continuous water carriage, the effort hes thus 
far been crowned by partial success; but the 
trade of the whole hemisphere naturally 
flows toward the City of New York, and, with 
proper railroad facilities at the foot of the 
great chain of lakes, must be turned almost 
wholly ia that direction. Canadian enter- 

rise and Canadian improvements will fail to 
Sieeet it, if we but make a reasonable effort to 
retain it. If this be true, what channel is 
there so well fitted for this immense trade as 
te Midland Railroad ?”’ 


Since Mr. Powell made his report ar- 
rangements have been completed to con- 
struct a road from Norwich to Auburn, 
and thence connecting with Buffalo and the 
West. From Buffalo, and all points west, 
there will be saved in distance by this

wego a saving of upward of fifty miles,

It will not be necessary to dwell upon 
the general advantages of railroads to 
great cities.

THE MIDLAND RAILROAD. 


AT the depot of the Erie Railroad in 
Jersey City there is freight registered ten 
days ahead—the utmost transportation 
capacities of the line being wholly inade- 
quate to the enormous amount of goods 
presented for conveyance to the West. 
The other great roads leading westward 
are in much the same condition. This is 
doubtless due in part to the widespread 
damage inflicted upon the roadways in 
the interior by the recent floods, which 
made necessary a suspension of traffic, and 
& consequent accumulation of freight. 
But it is also one of the obstacles which 
business has to contend with every Fa)), 
and must necessarily continue so, as long 
as the internal trade of a continent de- 
pends upon three or four inadegnate rai)- 
ways. In Spring, too, the some embargo 
is laid upon traffic between the West and 
the Eastern seaboard; and the recular 
adoption of an advanced scale of prices for 
these seasons barely suffices to keep the 
lines from a state of hopeless blockade. 
Any enterprise, therefore, which promises 
a mitigation, at least, of this pressure is of 
importance not only to our city, but to the 
whole internal business of the country ;

York and Osweeo Midland Railroad.”

Buffalo. This great work originated with 
the farmers along its track, who needed 
more direct and less expensive communi-

in dividends, and is now worth neatly 
double its face. And every railroad lead- 
ing out of this city is good property, except 
where its managers have stolen it poor. 
Then why should the Midland drag along, 
and bear so heavily on the neighboring 
farmers? They have nobly done their 
part; now let the city do hers. She is to 
share the benefits, and she should cheer- 
fully share the burdens. 

Te took arun up the line of the Mid- 
land last week, to the upper end of Pomp- 
ton Plains, ten miles above Paterson, where 
three smal) rivers unite toform the Passaic. 
Here we found a considerable portion of 
the track graded, and a large force of men 
and teams at work extending the track 
westward. We believe it is intended that 
cars shall be running through to the foot 
of Shawangunk Mountain, in Sullivan 
County, early next season. 

Pompton Plains are scarcely ten miles 
from Paterson, and will soon be within an 
hour’s ride of Wall street; yet they have 
hitherto been so secluded that few New 
Yorkers ever saw them. They form a wide, 
fertile, and beautiful valley, peopled 
wholly by farmers, whose fields and build- 
ings testify to abundance and comfort, yet 
who have hitherto been practically further 
from this emporium than Poughkeepsie or 
Bridgeport is. Their village of (at most) 
thirty houses is probably a little larger 
than when General Washington’s army 
wintered in its vicinity ; ten years hence, 
favored by the railroad, it will doubtless 
have increased tenfold. For this rich, 
beautiful plain is traversed by generous 
mountain streams, affording ample water- 
power just above; the ridges which rise 
gracefully on either hand are half covered 
with excellent timber ; lands on every side 
are held at moderate prices; and the 
whole region wears an aspect of quiet and 
moderation, as though unconscious that 
the snort of the iron horse is about to 
awake it to a new and more stirring life.

If a 
measure similar to the above were adopted 
by every railway enterprise, they, at least, 
might surely avoid such a consummation.
